Discussing-the possibility of co-op 
jerating with Mr. Meighen, the mem-

stand on the tariff was concerned 
they were inclined to the opinién that 
little could be expected in the way of 
immediate changes. 

There were three points upon which 
the U.F.A. members felt. that they 
could: seek to co-operate with Prem- 
ier King and the: Liberal party with 
some hope of success. These were 
the establishment of a system of ru- 
ral credits; the introduction of the 
single transferable vote, and transfer 
of the control of natural resources 
to the provincial governments, a move 
which would place the right to de 
.velop the Spray Lakes power project 
under the control of the Alberta gov- 
ernment, .

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The Geeitest Pichlem Facing 
Farmers of Canada Is That of 
Combatting Wheat Stem Rust 


“The next big problem facing cereal- 
feta in Canada js that of combatting 
wheat stem rust,” stated Dr. Charles 
E. Saunders, former Dominion cereal- 
ist and one of the leading plant breed- 
ers on the continent. “This is a 
matter of great importance and ex- 
treme difficulty, and it is not being 
adequately taken care of,” he said, 

The loss from this disease on the 
prairies ‘is tremendous each year, and 
there is no method ‘of combatting it 
by chemicals or by cultivation. The 
only way to overcome the difficulty, he 
sai], was to propagate a rust-+resist- 
ing strain, which would at the same 
time have characteristics of high yield, 
early maturity and drought resistance. 

‘Dr. Saunders pointed out~* that 
there are seventeen kinds of stem rust 
on the prairies. These are found in 
different districts, though each dis- 
trict may be attacked by several var- 
feties of rust. To fully study the dis- 


ease, and to originate, rust-resisting|# Dut at all; 


varieties of wheat, it is necessary that 
many experimental stations be estab- 
lished throughout the three prairie 
provinces.

The famous cerealist is best known 
as the originator of Matquis wheat, 
which is so popular on the prairies 
that more than eighty-five per cent. of 
the wheat there is of this variety.

belt several hundred miles further 
north than it had been before. 

The Dominfon .Government is at 
present introducing two other vari- 
eties propagated by Dr, Saunders, 
These are known as Garnet and Re- 
ward, After extensive tests they 
have been found to” be unusually 
drought-resistant and particularly well 
adapted to cultivation in dry areas, 
These will make possible the produc- 
tion of wheat jn many areas of the 
pralies where drought 1s common. 

Dr, Saunders, though for twenty 
years primarily an agriculturist, is a 
keen student of French literature 
and also of music. Before entering 
the clvil service he. taught music, 
mostly vocal, and he has now_return- 
ed to the realm of art. He resigned 
jus position three years ago, and for 
more ‘than two years has been study- 
ing French literature in Paris.

The text of The Dairy Product Act 
as amended this year and regulations 
under the act have been published by

tawa in uniform style with other acts 
relating to agriculture. There 4s one 
new amendment to the act authorizing 
the governor-in-council to make regu- 
lations that will enable the dairy pro 
duce grader to refuse to grade any 
dairy produce and to withhold grade 
certificates. Sections 24 to 28 inclu- 
sive have been added to the. previous 
23 of the regulations. These provide: 


That .any batter cut or moulded into, 


prints or blocks shall be deemed to be 
not graded, and that no person shall 


brand, mark, describe or advertise for | 


sale as gradod, butter which shall hav o| 
been so cut or moulded; that a grad-, 
er's certificate covering any such lots 
shall be deemed cancelled; 


bearing marks of previous grading; 
that no person shall sell, offer for sale 
or have in his. possession butter 
branded, marked, described or adver- 
tised contrary to these regulations and 
that any butter on which mould has 
appeared, whether on the butter itself 
ér-on the parchment lining, even 
though all {race has been removed, 
shall be classified as “nd grade.”

Through Suez Canal 
| Growth of Shipping Compels Continual 
Enlarging of Waterway 

Unlike the Panama Canal, the Suez 
Ca has no locks. As first con- 
structed, the canal had a depth of 26 
fee Later, this was increased to 36 
feet; and work now in hand, when 
finished, will ineure an average depth 
of not less than 40 feet. Big steamers 
now passing through the canal draw a 
maximum of 31 feet, and craft having 
a draft of 33 feet will use the water- 
way before long. In ghort, the 
growth of shipping compels the con- 
tinual amplifying of the canal’s dimen- 
sions so as to provide suitable leeway 
for the safe movement of the great 
tide of traffic. 

_Originally, the bottom width of the 
canal was but 72 feet, while at present 
it is 150 feet. The intention is to 
augment this to 800 feet. . Today, the 
surface width of the canal varies from 
310 feet to 625 at some points. The 
minimum width is to he: increased to 
440 feet. Formerly, it was not pos- 


\alble for ships of more than 4,000 tons 


to traverse the canal, but now vessels 
of 20,000 tons can make the run. 

The trip through the canal takes 16 
hours—only 14 of which represents 
progress. About 15 ships go through 
the canal every twenty-four hours; 
and their navigation is supervised by 
expert pilots, In 1870, the number 
of vessels using the canal was 486, 
representing a total of 436,609 net 
tons. During 1913, a matter of 6,085 
ships entered the canal, and these yes- 
sels had a registered capacity of 20,- 
033,884 net tonnage. Naturally, traf- 
fic was interrupted during the World 
War. Recovery Was been hampered, 
but the latest figures avallable—those 
for 1923—show that 4,621 craft then 
used the canal, with a net tonnage of 
22,730,162.
